At no other time of the year is it more fitting than at the Mary- 
land Hunt Cup to take a breather and take a look at what lies behind 
the big timber fences that is the present Maryland and what lies 
before. In this classic race, in its founding in 1894 and all through 
its history, lies the mainspring of amateur racing and the best in 
sport in this country as it is known by racing men who are racing 
for the love of the game and nct for their business. 

There is no argument attempted against cash but racing for fun 
and racing for money are two different things. They are about as 
different as making hay when the sun shines and making hay when 
it rains. The one is always good fun but in the rain the hay will be 
poor and the cost can hurt. : 

The Maryland Hunt Cup Association is the best example of an 
amateur racing association that there is today. In 1894 it was the 
best example and in 1947 it is still the best example, constituted, as it 
was in 1895, “An Association for the promotion of cross country 
racing among Maryland gentlemen.” 

How well they have done, how firmly they instilled their ideas 
into their contemporaries, the Hunt Cup stands as mute testimony, 
a race of national significance, America’s answer to the English Grand 
National, “Open to owners and riders who are members of recogniz- 
ed hunt clubs in the United States and Dominion of Canada, who are 
acceptable to the committee, and otherwise qualified under the rules.” 

There has been endless discussion about the hunt meetings of 
late and there will continue to be, so long as there are sporting people 
who appreciate amateur sport and want to keep it going for the 
love of a game. Those seeking the best answer, and aren’t we all, 
should review the early conception when amateur racing was flourish- 
ing. Bear in mind that in the late 19th century, there was horse 
racing in America and where it was greatest was in Maryland, just 
where steeplechasing grew to be famous and at the same time. There 
is no reason why big purses need be blamed for the decadence of 
hunt meetings for in actuality they should be inspired by entirely 
different motives, now even more than in 1894 because flat racing is 
far more commercial now than it was then. 

The Hunt meetings will, however, continue to have trouble just 
so long as they think of themselves as running professional races and 
trying to compete with professionals. So soon as they will stop such 
big ideas, remember they are amateur associations to be run by 
amateurs, ridden by amateurs with horses owned by amateurs, and 
all of whom are foxhunters at heart, then hunt meetings will revive. 
The youth of today are no different than the Stewarts, Jervis Spen- 
cer, Jr., S. M. Nicholas, John McHenry, C. K. Harrison, R. N. Elder, 
: E. Rieman and the host of others who raced in the

Their counterparts and in some cases their 


early days of the Cup. 
sons or grandsons are racing today. 

These men never forgot that steeplechasing springs from fox- 
hunting; is a race across a country, by hunting men, but ridden in 
colors. Anything else is a perversion of the idea behind amateur 
sport and is a poor, and very poor, substitute for racing on the big 
tracks now an up and coming big business, and run as such. Why 
try to confuse the two? Let the people decide, but give them the 
issue fairly and squarely, make it clear, as the Hunt Cup makes it 
clear, there is racing for fun and racing for business. Those who 
want racing with the tote will go; those who want racing through 
the field will stay. There should be no middle ground.

There'll be a big place empty this 
year, and a big man will miss the 
Iroquois Steeplechase. Saturday 
night Gerry Webb died, almost in 
the saddle. 

Only a year ago this 6-foot-4 
sportsman brought himself, his horse 
and the weight of his magazine, The 
Chronicle, bible of the ‘chasers, to 
back the Iroquois. 

He ran a seventh in the big face, 
but won more than he lost. He cap- 
tured the men behind the Memorial 
race and spread its name wherever 
The Chronicle went. He liked it, and 
had planned to come back this May 
10. 

3ut Saturday he fell at the 15tn 
fence in the Fox Hunters Challenge 
Cup, companion feature to the Grand 
National Point-to-Point race at But- 
ler, Md. A boot spur caught in his 
leather, and he was dragged half a 
mile. He died that night at Union 
Memorial Hospital, Baltimore. 

Webb was a hearty man, a man of 
action. He had rather race than 
watch a race. Yet his weight gave 
hardly any horse a chance. It took 
a big horse. He named the one he 
brought last year to the Troquois 
“Big Charley”’. 

Before the race he wrote: 

“T believe that you have the best 
amateur brush race of its kind in 
America, and have been most en- 
thusiastic about the race since its 
inception.” 

Later he laughed: 

“We were joking the other night 


Lottery’s National 
Run In 1839 With 
17 Horses Racing 


Lottery, whose picture appears on 
the front page this week, through 
the courtesy of Mr. Ambrose Clark, 
was the first horse to win the Grand 
National. Run in 1839, the race was 
known as the Grand Liverpool Stee- 
plechase and was a sweepstakes of 
20 sovereigns, 5 forfeit, with 100 
sovereigns added. The race was 4 
miles across country for gentlemen 
riders and ‘‘no rider was to open a 
gate or ride through a gateway or 
more than 100 yards along any road. 
footpath or driftway.” 

Seventeen horses started with the 
Irish out in full force, backing two 
entries, Daxon and Rust. The hurd- 
les did not suit the Irish horses used 
to climbing banks, nor did the Brook 
into which Captain Becher fell to 
history from Conrad. After these 
horses had been eliminated, Lottery 
who was by Lottery out of Parthenia 
galloped to win over 17 horses in 
the slow time of 14 minutes and 53 
seconds with Jem Mason riding for 
his owner John Elmore. 

Lottery which had sailed into the 
last fence to jump 33 feet and win 
in a canter from Sir George Mostyn’s 
Seventy Four started out his career 
as a hunter for his owner, a well 
known steeplechase figure of the 
day. He was not a handsome horse, 
his back being long and his quarters 
strangely short, but muscles stuck 
out all over him. At Beverly he had 
won a race on the flat as a 5-year- 
old, was then sold for 120 pounds 
and hunted a vear with the Mr. An- 
derson’s Staghounds. 

When Mr. Elmore acquired Lot- 
tery he lamed him by jumping him 
over an iron railing, garden chairs 
and anything else that was around 
but when he became sound again, 
he went to steeplechasing, won the 
first National but then never was 
able to win again due to a severe im- 
post of 18 pounds that was placed 
upon him in his next two tries. His 
last effort at the age of 14, he fin- 
ished 7th at Aintree and then went 
on to hunt for a number of years.

Review Season With Drag Pack That 
Included Some Good Days On Live Fox

Joint 
are essentially a drag hunt. 
The country near the club is too 
broken up, too limited to provide 
top flight fox hunting with any con- 
sistency but we have good fox hunt- 
ing country in Newtown which the 
war delayed our plans for develop- 
ing. 

When the ground hardened 
Christmas, most of us patiently wait 
ed for a turn in the weather and 
when none came we put our horses 
in the rough, but a week later we 
had the shoes put on again. Then 
started some of the best runs this 
writer has ever had in our “near 
the club’’ country. 

On February sth after a 
hour, a fox popped out of a 
in front of Mr. Moore and Joe Avery, 
near the Ferencsak panel on Hulls 
Farms Road. In full view he ran be- 
side the wall and turned, with the 
hounds tonguing and on top of hitn 
Due west paralleling Hulls Farms 
Road we went, and to keep up the 
Field had to take some very big 
stone walls, with the fox and 
in full view. It was a thrilling sight. 

This was the day too we had the 
good fortune to see our good bitch 
Martha, despite the insistence of the 
rest of the pack that the fox was in 
a nearby covert, leave the pack and 
take a line alone, nose ever down. 
undeterred by the pack speaking 
that they were right. She knew bet 
ter. Two fields away she went. and 
turned back to the wall, from which 
the fox, scenting danger was put 
out. 

A burst north, as the fox again 
turned and started on a circle to end 
up in the Cedars. where we lost, 
gave us a thrilling half hour.

Let’s see what progress we have 
made. We know it’s not enough- 
that we should have done more. Mr. 
Moore and [| realize that we have to 
lean heavily on our Huntsman for 
sood farmer relations, put he was 
chosen with that thought in mind. 
One cannot compare hunting today 
with hunting in the 20’s. No longer 
do we have a well-to-do landed gen-

many of whom work in New York— 
few are out and out farmers. We 
have business men in the Field who 
cannot get out regularly. We have 
many young people to whom hound 
work is not as important as stiff 
fences and plenty of running (and 
despite Joe Thomas and other writ- 
ers, there is nothing wrong with the 
desire to test your metal over tough 
fences). I believe it is as right to 
hunt to ride as it is to hunt to watch 
hounds, if not, why use a horse— 
stay in your ear.

Season For Triple Crown Classic At 
Hand With Kentucky Derby Leading 
Off Preakness and Belmont Stakes

Tomorrow, May 38, will see the 
Kentucky Derby for 1947 run at 
Churchill Downs, Louisville. It be-

final member ot 
trio, the Belmont Stakes, due at 
Belmont Park on May 31, was first 
run as far back as 1867 but has had 
three different homes — Jerome 
Park up until 1890, Morris Park fo 
the next fifteen years, and Belmont 
Park since 1905. It was also allow 
ed to lapse through 1911-1912. 

The Travers Stakes, the oldest of 
our now-existent three-year-old fix- 
tures, once ‘ranking with the Bel- 
mont and above the Kentucky Derby 
in importance and value, was first 
run in 1864, but has now for a long 
term lacked much of its original 
prestige. It was not renewed through 
the three years of 1898-1900, nor 
again in 1911-1912, nor is the pre- 
sent Saratoga course the one over 
which originally it was run. Of re- 
cent years it is contested mostly by 
second and third-raters and_ its 
value is only a fraction of that of 
the Kentucky Derby. 

As tomorrow's Derby will have 
gone into history before this issue 


of The Chronicle reaches many of 
its readers, and at date of this writ- 
ing the race is nearly a week off, to 
speculate upon either the field or 
the outcome would be alike a use- 
less gesture. 

The 
upon 


outcome depends largely 
the make-up of the field and 
that again depends just as largely 
upon what occurs during the week 
preceding the contest. which, accora- 
ing to “which way the cat jumps” 
or, rather, the colts gallop—decides. 
whether this. that or the other 
to the post. 

As the starting-fee is a flat $1,000, 
it ordinarily would give pause to 
many an owner; but with the 
whoop-la methods now prevalent in 
turf affairs, with such an insignifi- 
cant amount as a mere $1,000 cut- 
ting relatively little figure, it is dif- 
ferent again. 

Only a piker would pause for such 
a diminutive amount. So there 
seems apt to be a generous accom 
vaniment being locked into the gate 
alone with the top-liners. 

The roses that—poetically—they 
run for: the $5,000 gold cup: the 
presence of the Governor of Ken- 
tuecky. and all the other coneomi- 
tants that make up “Derby Davy’ 
will. we fervently hope. not be 
dampened by a perverse weather 
man. But with conditions at their 
very best we need not look forward 
to any such record-breaking races 
us Whirlaway and Twenty Grand 
have given us in the past. 

The accommodation of the crowe 
will not be what had been expected 
as the U. S. Government stopped the 
construction work that impresario 
Winn started some little time back 
on the ground that it jnvolved ille- 
gal diversion of materials, which 
materials had been obtained by 
questionable means.

The Speculate On Pimlico’s Opening 
Day Proved Full of Spectator Appeal 
But Disastrous In Results Involved 





An opening day race meeting is 
always fun. Hopes are high, those 
who have not done well before are 
sure they will have better luck. 
while those on an upturn of prosper- 
ity are ready to put it all back. 
Pimlico on Monday was no excep- 
tion and although the flat racing 
was good, the most amazing race of 
the afternoon, and in the words of 
one bystander, the race of the after- 
noon, was the steeplechase. It was 
in short, fantastic. All but two of 
the 9 starters fell during the two 
miles, 4 horses finished, and one 
horse, Danny Shea’s superb bay son 
of *Challenger II out of the High 
Time mare, We, fell while leading 
handsomely the second time round, 
got up walked to the’ stable and 
dropped dead. This was a sad blow 
for the Sheas. Young Danny had the 
ride and was doing wonderfully with 
Bill Hill, out in front by some 4 
lengths, with the bay horse jump- 
ing great guns and looking very 
much like the winner. Out in the 
country, he was seen to go down on 
his knees after clearing the jump, 
his hind legs seemed to spread out. A 
couple of veteran horseman obser- 
ved as Bill Hill struggled up that the 
horse was hurt, but to the casual 
observer he appeared none the 
worse. Mrs. A. C. Randolph was on 
her way to offer Danny Shea a price 
for his maiden jumper when 
sad news came back to the stands. 
So good had been his’ school last 
week that it is reported Mr. Shea 
turned down an offer of $12,000 for 
the horse. It was certainly bad luck. 


Brookmeade Stable was the even- 
tual winner with Lady Janice by 
Only One—Isolt. Ridden by F. D. 
Adams, the Arthur White-trained 6- 
year-old mare ran 3rd until the last 
turn as John C. Montana’s Timber 
Tourist and Mrs. Shea’s Bill Hill 
alternated in making the running. 
Louis Stoddard’s Greentree-bred 
Wolfberry by Peace Chance—Bitter- 


the’ 


sweet was the first to fall, knocked 
down in the charge for the first 
fence. From then on the casualites 
ran high, some said the brush piled 
up and interlaced for the take-off 
was too high and made the horses 
dive into their fences. Others opined 
the going was slippery. Whatever 
it was, the Speculate Steeplechase, 
was not of the best variety. As one 
spectator was heard to say, “My 
horse was going alright until he fell 
on his stomach.” Just how a horse 
falls on his stomach is a bit difficult 
to figure out, but not many of the 
contestants were left off of their 
stomachs before it ended. 


Arthur White heard of the even- 
tual winner in a livery. stable in 
Staten Island. Two men racing the 
mare in New Orleans, fell out, and 
turned her over to the livery stable 
keeper. Bred by Thomas Piatt, the 
daughter of Only Qne—Isolt would 
make a valuable broodmare in any- 
one’s barn but before being turned 
to her eventual destiny, Mr. White 
persuaded Mrs. Sloane to let her 
race over jumps. That the Middle- 
burg trainer was right in his pro- 
gnostics, The Speculate proved, and 
Lady Janice earned the first acco- 
lade in her claim to fame as a mat- 
ron prospect. Horatio Luro’s South 
American importation, Grand Prince 
2nd, trained by Jack Skinner came 
2nd in the ’chase while 3rd place 
was hotly contested by two of the 
casualites. 


C. Mahlon Kline’s Valiant refused 
at the last fence. His jockey re- 
mounted and charged the fence to 
go off again. Struggling up once 
more, the jockey heard the sound of 
Taps to Reveille come _ winging 
around the turn. Oliver Cain’s chest- 
nut gelding had fallen 3 fences from 
home, his jockey O. A. Brown had 
remounted while Valiant was refus- 
ing. In a matter of a few seconds 
Jockey Brown might still have earn-

Breeders’ Notes 





Milkman's Assistant 

An able successor to Milkman, 
Mrs. Plunket Stewart’s great stakes 
producing sire at Rolling Plains 
Farm, The Plains, has but recently 
arrived in Virginia. Contradiction 
comes from the Texas acres of Rob- 
ert J. Kleberg, bred by Herbert M. 
Woolf of Kansas City, is a winner 
of the Pimlico Futurity and the Old 
Colony Stakes. He has the classic 
eross of English and American 
strains which Mr. Kleberg used to 
such advantage with Assault. Going 
back in his top line Contradiction 
brings together the blood of *Sh 
Yallahad III, to Ajax with that on 
his dam’s side from the famous 
American Sweep and Ben Brush dyn- 
asty. Milkman, now 20, will be allow- 
ed only a limited number of mares 
while Contradiction has still four to 
five services available this season 


Arcaro’s Five Straight 

Two weeks ago the stakes results 
for 3-year-olds were the big news for 
the year. Eddie Arcaro riding five 
straight winners (let’s omit the first 
two races) and both divisions of the 
Wood Memorial established some 
kind of record. Then, too, Phalanx 
and Royal Governor came crashing 
through to win the main sophomore 
events in New York and Maryland 
and place their daddy, the 19 year 
old Pilate, well up for 3 year old 
sire honors. Virginia is one of the 
main producing states in the coun- 
try of race horses, yet has no rac- 
ing. When Texas gets its racing 
started it will give the Old Domin- 
ion’s horse raising taxpayers the ex- 
clusive privilege of contributing to 
“outside” state treasuries solely. 


Pre-Derbyisms 

Cosmic Bomb, Blue Border, Bas- 
togne and Colonel O’F are evidently 
unaware of the pre-Derby publicity 
they have been getting. William 
Helis’ Cosmic Bomb could do no 
better than 6th, sixteen lengths off 
Phalanx, for his first start since 
September—but remember he ran 
the same way in his debut in °46, 
winning easily his next out six days 
later and eventually gathering in 
three more nice purses including the 
Arlington Futurity. As for Blue 
Border, he is beginning the year at 
least better than he did as a 2 year 
old when he could beat only one 
horse in his first two starts, later 
gathering in the Grand Union Hotel 
and Hopeful Stakes at Saratoga, the 
latter his last start prior to April 
8th. Colonel 0’F at 121 pounds and 
Bastogne with 115 in The Free 
Handicap would seem wise to settle 
for those honors and let it go at 
that. 

Neck Out 

Signs of Spring and Shades of 
Gallahadion, Burgoo King and Ex- 
terminator—so this observer goes 
out a small way on the limb— it 
looks like Jet Pilot and Double Jay 
at the 1-8th pole with Stepfather 
passing the rest at the wire. And 
the winner? It will be a tussle be- 
tween Sonny Whitney and Abe 
Hewitt who gets to the microphone 
first. 


Breeding With Tears 

Henry Knight reports the death 
of a foal of Forever Yours, the dam 
of Eternal Reward, a little while 
back, but the Blue Larkspur mare, 
Irvana, consoled him by producing 
a nice filly by *Bull Dog. From A. 
A. Baldwin comes word that Bonny 
May’s Bull Lea colt foal lived only 
a few days. Why is it the grief 
seems to come from the good mares?

Their sire lines 
are pretty well established and they 
come from dams and grandams who 
were good race fillies and good pro- 
ducers. It so happens that they carry 
a bit of French blood through the 
female lines of *La Flambee and 
*Frizeur and both are *Sir Galla- 
hads, whose fee was never less than 
$1500 and “book” always full way 
in advance. The recently popular 
Friar Rock appears in poth pedi- 
srees—which fact doubtless has al- 
ready been observed by  Pilate’s 
syndicate owners. 


Steady Westerly 

Weather forecasters didn’t report 
it, but the steady westerly breezes 
of late have probably come from 
California where *Alibhai is puffing 
about being the leading sire of 3 
year olds and *Bargello, Heelfly and

The 
Class C colt, Bright Sword, in the 
last race of the day at the same 
track and the same distance, ran his 
9-16ths in 56 3-5ths and was five 
lengths back at the first call, win- 
ning by six although having a pull 
in the weights of 12 lbs. under the

Maryland Hunt Cup Day 





Stuart Janney and Winton Race For 
The Last Time Together To Retire 
Maryland’s Classic Sporting Trophy 





Sunshine flooded Worthington 
Valley, Md., for the 5ist running of 
the Maryland Hunt Cup, Saturday 
April 26 on the farm of J. W. Y. 
Martin. It was to be the last effort 
for Mr. and Mrs. Stuart Janney, Jr.’s 
famous Winton with his owner up, 
for win, lose, or draw, Mr. Janney 
had announced the 13-year-old son 
of Belli Casus—Rosequartz would 
race no more. 


A crowd of 20,00) began filling 
the surrounding parking spaces by 
1 o’clock with the race scheduled 
for 4 p. m. Picnickers lined the 
roadsides while brown shirted state 
policemen directed the human 
stream. of automobiles coming to 
Snow Hill from every direction. To 
a real horseman, there is nothing 
more exhilarating than the race for 
the Hunt Cup.. It is the greatest 
classic of amateur racing; the ambi- 
tion of every racing man over tim- 
ber, the most difficult and exacting 
of any similiar amateur race in the 
world for the top horses and riders 
only, can ever hope to go the course. 

It was 46 years ago that Jervis 
Spencer, Jr. Mr. Janney’s uncle won 
his 1st Maryland Hunt Cup in 1901 
on Garry Owen to be followed by a 
2nd win in 1902 again on Garry 
Owen. It was for no mere whim 
therefore that Mr. Janney was rid- 
ing in this race. He had the great- 
est tradition of racing for the cup 
behind him. In 20 starts, Jervis 
Spencer, Jr. had won the cup 5 
times, a record unequalled and only 
approached by his nephew. It was 
to be Winton’s last try and with 
each of his previous efforts in 2 
races winning ones, a victory meant 
the permanent possession of the 
famous Challenge Cup 

Finally a win meant to accom- 
plish what no other owner up in the 
history of the race has ever done, to 
win the Hunt Cup 8 times, on the 
same horse. Mr. Janney is Mary- 
land’s outstanding gentleman rider. 
a 4 time winner of the Maryland, a 
cool, clever horseman, never appar- 
ently flustered and with a brilliant 
mind that makes instantaneous de- 
cisions, necessary for winning ef- 
forts, come as if by second nature. 
Defeated in the Grand National 
Point-to-Point on the 19th by Law- 
rence Jones’ Clifton’s Duke. a son 
of Coq d’Esprit—Lough Storm, the 
Winton-Janney combination had lost 
its first race since they won t'iei~ 
first Hunt Cup in 194° % a com- 
bination of «'rcumstances would be 
ere.cu co try the nerves of the 
stoutest but Mr. Janney seemed the 
calmest rider in the paddock and 
quietly confident in his great hunt- 
ing horse 

At four to the note of a hunting 
horn and the call ‘“‘All Up’, the 7 
horses paraded out of the paddock 
Winton was shivering ever so slight- 
ly as Mr. Janney put on his saddle, 
but he looked in superb condition. 
ready for his final winning effort. 
Mr. Worthington Bordley who 
drove Clifton’s Duke home in front 
of Mr. Janney the week before. 
wearing the pink jacket, purple 
sleeves and cap of Lawrence Jones, 


was the crowd’s choice to beat Win- 
ton. Bred by Dr. L. M. Allen of Ber- 
ryville from the grey jumping sire 
whose sire, *Coq Gaulois, in turn 
had produced John Strawbridge’s 
winning Coq Bruyere and  Bung- 
town, Clifton’s Duke had previously 
proven he had the foot to beat Win- 
ton and in the opinion of that able 
horseman, Janon Fisher who has 
had the training of him. he could 
out jump him to do it again 

Mr. Louis Merryman, Jr. had the 
ride on Miss Laura Franklin’s clas- 
sically bred Roxspur, a brown geld- 
ing by Pilate—Blue Ensign, by Blue 
Larkspur that had recently won the 
Elkridge-Harford Point-to-Point 
This horse was bred by Howell Jack- 
son in Middleburg, is now 7 and may 
well win himself a Maryland before 
the close of his career. Battery I. a 
nicely put together chestnut 6-year- 
old son of The Dauber—Brightest. 
had Mr. Ben Griswold, 3rd in the 
saddle sporting canary yellow silks 
with pink sleeves and pink cap. Mr 
Frank powers, Jr. had the ride on 
John Strawbridge’s veteran Bung 
town whose last, win was the New 
Jersey Hunt Cup, and whieh did 
such a superlative job racing ov 
timber last fall. His great finish at 
R. K. Mellon’s Rolling Rock 
was as brilliant a performance «as 
could be seen in racing. John 
Hughes’ 14-year-old Field Glass 
another veteran, with Mr. Howard 
Lomas up, and John Schiff’s Lad 
o’Wax with Mr. Paddy Smithwick 
up completed the field. 

Lad o’Wax, by Ladkin—Whispe! 
Low, is a striking looking 9-year- 
old gelding which might possibly 
have won from the big Middleburez 
field and defeated Rokeby Stables 
*Paul Revere April 12 had Mi. 
Smithwick elected to bring him up 
on the outside instead of trying 
get through by Jockey Douglas on 
the rail. Lad o’Wax has a rather 
narrow fork in front but is built like 
a great fencer. He was a cast oft 
from the F. Ambrose Clark stable 
but took to hunting in Aiken like a 
duck to water this spring with his 
owner Mr. Schiff. A bold jumper, he 
stood well back and romped easily 
over the Aiken drag. 

The Maryland is always the gas 
est of gay sights and this vear with 
the course in perfect condition, tur? 
superb, thanks to the care of owner 
J. W. Y. Martin, the horses and silis 

r shone more brightly. though 
over all was the sad memory of that 
fine sportsman Gerald B. Webb, Jr. 
whose racing career had terminated 
the week before. The Maryland Com- 
mittee had _ seriously considered 
postponing the race in Mr. Webb's 
memory, but found it impossible io 
do so with the race for the Mary 
land Cup but a week away. The 
crowd on the hill and grouped about 
the big 6th and 16th jumps, 4”’ tall- 
er this year than ever before, wait- 
ed tensely for Starter George Blakis- 
ton to get them away. Then all at 
once a sigh swept the big hillside.

Battery B then went on 
quietly to where the grass seemed a 
bit greener and dropped his head to 
graze, depicting the well trained 
hunter that Mr. and Mrs. Griswold 
have made him. Over the 4th and 
5th the positions remained the same 
with Mr. Bordley staying slightly in 
the lead, the others not far off the 
pace. 

At the 6th running along the top 
of the hill Mr. Janney seemed to be 
feeling out his opponent and jump- 
ed first over the biggest fence on the 
course but over the 7th, 8th and 9th 
Clifton’s Duke was leading again 
Winton was 2nd, Roxspur and Bune- 
town alternating for 3rd: then Lad 
o’ Wax some distance off the leaders 
and followed by Field Glass which 
was trailing the field™and did nm 
seem to be running with a will to 
get up. Inspection in the paddock 
showed Field Glass to be carrying 
considerable flesh. He is a horse 
that trains fat and apparently only 
likes to run on certain days. His last 
victory was the John Rush Streett 
Memorial, falling last year in the 
Maryland. 

At the 10th coming down off the 
hill for the first time around Winten 
had again taken command. Clifton’s 
Duke and Roxspur jumped this fence 
together followed by Bungtown and 
Lad o’Wax both apparently full of 
run, Field Glass still trailing. With 
the exception of Battery B’s mis- 
hap, the jumping was still good and 
none seemed to be having difficulty 
although Field Glass still showed 
no relish for his work. The order re- 
mained the same over the 11th but 
the 12th proved calamitous. Lad 
o’Wax which Mr. Paddy Smithwick 
reported as jumping superbly and 
being full of run, took off too soon. 
hit the fence and went down on his 
head, throwing his young rider 
clear. He was up almost at once and 
riderless galloped after the leaders. 
his bridle reins flapping between 
his tront legs where they remainea 
throvghout the entire circuit, until 
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home past the judges 
tale green stains 


he galloped 
stand. There tell 
on his head showed the nature of 
his fall, and a slight gash on his 
forearm stained his white coat. 

As Lad o’Wax picked himself up, 
Field Glass drove into the fence and 
refused. He refused again at the 
13th and was pulled up. This left 
Clifton’s Duke, Winton, Roxspur and 
Bungtown in the order named. Over 
the 15th Winton and Clifton’s Duke 
jumped head and head with Bung- 
town and Roxspur 8 lengths off 
making a 2nd pair. Approaching the 
big 16th spectators waited anxious- 
ly as Lad o’Wax, running _ loose, 
jumped close to Winton and just 
ahead of Bungtown and Roxspur. 
Winton kept his lead across the top 
of the hill, took the turn down on 
the inside and running easily clear- 
ed the 19th fence about 2 lengths 
ahead of Clifton’s Duke. By the 
20th Clifton’s Duke was back on 
Winton’s quarters, a bad place for a 
tiring horse. Here Clifton’s Duke, 
still running well, made a big effort 
but hit the fence hard and lost Mr. 
3ordley. Roxspur refused and threw 
his rider, but young Mr. Merryman 
whose father 42 years ago was rid- 
ing The Stern to come down twice. 
only to remount each time to finish 
6th, climbed on again and set out 
for the finish. 

At the 2ist Mr. Frank Powers, 
Jr. was driving Bungtown for all he 
was worth about 10 lengths behind 
Winton, but Mr. Janney seemed to 
have the race his own way and jump- 
ed the 22nd well, Winton seemingly 
no whit distressed. Here Mr. Janney

Punch won the’ cove Crum 
Creek Trophy on a time basis from 
a field of 25 and added the Rocky 
Spring “late to the Stewart menage 
for the 2nd straight season by being 
selected the best tvne of working 
hunter. Four horses finished in a 
tie for 1st place in the Crum Creek, 
each having only one mark lsted 
as objectionable against it, but Mr.

Trophy astride Sailor which lived up 
to his seafaring name under sloppy 
footing.

This Winn stoutly denies—but 
one thing is certain; the greater 
comfort for the crowd that he was 
planning could not be carried out 
and the majority of the great throng 
that attend will have to put up with 
just about the same accomodations 
that recently have ruled at Churc-~ 
hill Downs. 

If the day is fine, that involves 
no great hardship upon those of 
merry-making mood. But if our an- 
cient enemy Jupiter Pluvius takes 
it into his head to join them, why, 
that will be something else alto- 
gether. 

It will also increase the uncer- 
tainties and the risks of the race, 
which, with a big field starting, tn 
especial, are enough in themselves. 

Some Derbies, well rememberea, 
have been little short of rodeos, in 
which the best horses have seen 
their chances go glimmering witn- 
out ever having gotten into conten- 
tion. 

Take for instance, the renewal for 
1936. The official chart says that 
the start was ‘“‘good and slow.’”’ As 
a matter of fact it was one of the 
worst and the wildest ever seen in 
a great turf event. 

Granville, subsequent winner of 
the title, ‘‘Horse of the Year,’’ was 
the worst victim, being so badly 
fouled shortly after the gate was 
sprung that his jockey, Jimmy 
Stout, was thrown from his back 
and he ran riderless around the 
course. 

Brevity, the 4 to 5 favorite, after 
being knocked to his knees in the 
same scrimmage, recovered and 
after a long and thrilling stern chase 
was beaten by a head on the post by 
Bold Venture. 

Let us hope nothing of this kind 
disfigures tomorrow’s race and that 
its result will enable us to say: The 
best horse won!

Trotters At Coldstream Stud 





A Trotting Nursery Until Disposal Was 
Brought About By World War I; One 
Surviving Lady Outstanding Producer

The Coldstream Stud in the heart 
of Kentucky’s Blue Grass country is 
best known, perhaps, to followers of 
the Thoroughbred. <A part of the 
farm was once the home of Prince 
McGrath, owner of the McGrathiana 
Farm and also of the little red 
horse, Aristides, winner of the first 
Kentucky Derby in 1875. But few 
of these Thoroughbred fans pro- 
bably realize that Coldstream was 
originally purchased as the nucleus 
for a trotting nursury. 

At one time, Coldstream barns 
housed a number of trotting brood- 
mares and operations were couduct- 


ed upon a large scale. During the 
first World War, however, Charles 
B. Shafer, its owner, disposed of 


most of the trotters to the late 
Senator Joseph Bailey of Texas. But 
he retained the mare, Ruth Main- 


sheet 2, 2:08 1-4, 
dam of a number of first class trot- 
ters. 

To trotting fanciers, 
sheet brings back 
two of the pest young trotters ever 
seen on any harness racing track: 
Main McElwyn 2, 2.02 3-4 and Ruth 


Ruth Main- 
recollections of 


M. Chenault 2.03 1-4. The money 
winning record of the latter filly 


still stands as the best for a 2-year 
old although it was established back 
in the 1920’s. 


After Ruth Mainsheet’s death, 
Ruth M. Chenault earried on the 
task of building up the family re- 


putation. Her most famous offspring 
was the colt trotter, 
2.02, winner of the Kentucky Futu- 
rity at 2 and 2nd in the Hambleton 
ian Stakes of 1934, won by his 
stablemate, Lord Jim. Later, after 
being exported to Italy, Muscletone 
became the champion trotter of 
Europe. In addition, Ruth M. Che- 
nault produced Ruth M. Mac, 5 
2.01 3-4, a very fast trotting 3-year- 
old filly who died while en route to 


the European continent after hav- 
ing been sold, like her brother, for 
export. 

A third member of the Ruth M 
Chenault family was Ruth’s Baby 
sister to Muscletone and Ruth M 


Mac. This filly, although displaying 
the same fast speed which her noted 
brother and sister had in abundance 


unfortunately was beset by baa 
luck. But in the stud she changed 
her luck with 2 of her foals, Vol- 
tite 3, 2.04 3-4 and Argyle 2, 2.06 


3-4, adding more fame to the illus- 
trious family name. 

Last fall, Coldstream decided to 
consign the yearling colt, Rollo, by 
Volomite and out of Ruth’s Baby to 
the annual fall trotting sale in Lex- 
ington. At the last minute, however, 
he was withdrawn and _ reserved 
presumably to race in the Cold 
stream colors. He was sent to south 
ern climes the past winter as a mem 
ber of the stable of Tom Berry, the 
Grand Circuit trainer and driver

ently increased its interest in trot- 
ters. Latest reports seem to indicate 
that the farm is expanding its trot- 
ting activities. Along with Rollo, 
another important factor is the rac- 
ing record of another Coldstream- 
bred colt, Volotone, by Volomite, 
one of the top 2-year-oids of 1946 
and a contender for this year’s Ham- 
bletonian Stake.

Notes From 
Great Britain 
Pony Racing Comes Back 


To England; Fox Affords 
Incredible 200-Mile Run 


By J. Fairfax-Blakeborough 


Racing is shortly to start again 
under Pony Turf Club Rules at 
Hawthorn Hill, which is to take the 
place of Northolt Park, lost to the 
sport owing to the course coming 
into a town planning scheme. There 
is no doubt that pony racing offers 
a market for undersized bloodstock, 
which no one wants to breed, but 
which nevertheless, annually makes 
its appearance. I gather that pro- 
moters would like to find a track 
near to an industrial area in the 
north of England, and it may be, 
that if the Jockey Club insists upon 
increased stakes and adds to the 
ever-growing overhead charges, 
some of the smaller meetings will 
inevitably go to the wall, and pony 
racing may spread to them. 


Many of us are interested to hear 
that Charlie Smith, a brother of 
two of our pest light-weight jockeys 
(Eph and Douglas), is anxious to 
ride as an amateur in pony races. He 
has a farm quite near Hawthorn 
Hill, and, like his father, has rid- 
den point-to-point winners. These 
good horsemen were prought up to 
farming and hunting, and both Eph 
and Douglas long since made their 
mark as flat race jockeys. 

There is no doubt that pony rac- 
ing may be a good school for young 
riders who will later come into :the 
real thing, as several of them have 
already done. 


A 200 Mile Hunt 

A correspondent, who has been on 
a visit to Cumberland, writes to tell 
me that he heard a story there of 
Fell hounds running a fox the whole 
of one day and night. Towards 
evening the fox took to the high 
moors, on which the pack was heard 
giving tongue in the darkness. Next 
morning a fresh lot of hounds were 
laid on to the line, but they did not 
pull down their fox until late in the 
afternoon. The estimated distance 
was 200 miles. My correspondent 
adds ‘‘Is this too much to believe?” 


I have known of hounds’ which 
have hunted all day and far into the 
night, but it is certain they changed 
“oxes, probably several times. These 
records tell of hounds which ran so 
long and so far that some of them 
were found dead, and of horsemen 
who rode the same horses over 100 
miles in the course of the day. I 
therefore, see nothing unbelievable 
in each of two packs of hill hounds 
covering 100 miles at their own 
pace. 


Recently we discussed here which 
breed of dog has the greatest stam- 
ina to stay long distances and agreed 
that the foxhound, particularly the 
hill type, has this distinction. 

Another correspondent asks me 
the record height jumped by a dog 
and by a fox. I have no data as to 
the former, for although the out- 
standing leaping performances 








(both as to height and length), of 
horses has been preserved, I know 
of no such statistics regarding dogs. 
One thing is certain—that they are 
able to jump a greater height, in 
comparison to their size, than a 
horse. Of course they have no weight 
on their backs and are perfectly free 
to spring in their own time and 
style, which is not the case with 
horses in jumping competitions, in 
the hunting field, or in steeple- 
chases. 


Foxes’ Jumpibg Power 

As to the height foxes can jump—— 
that is to say a clean spring from 
the ground to thg summit of, or to 
clear an obstacle—I should say it is 
pretty much the same as that of an 
active dog. We know that both fox- 
es and dogs must be fairly fresh to 
jump well. If they are exhausted, 
they either scramble up cat-like, or, 
if they try to jump a high obstacle, 
they fall back, when leg-weary and 
short of wind. That great naturalist 
Charles Waterton, took pains to as- 
certain the jumping powers of foxes 
and dogs. He had a sanctuary at his 
place Walton Hall, near Wakefield, 
and in it all manner of animals and 
birds were preserved—except foxes 
and stray hunting dogs. He raised 
the boundary wall until it was 9’-0” 
high, and found that (so construct- 
ed that a fox could not run up its 
s%es), this turned them. We read 
that: 


“He had accurately gauged the 
jumping power of a fox, and it was 
his boast that one, and only one had 
got its pads on the coping, and that 
it never made a second attempt.... 
The birds were to him a living 
poem and the change of the seasons 
were his calendar. Rooks cawed 
gratefully as they dug up the wire- 
worms at eve in the old grass. Not 
a gun, or a trap was known about 
the domain”.

looked behind, the first time he ap- 
peared to have moved in his saddle, 
saw Bungtown about 6 lengths away 
and used his whip. Winton needed 
no further urging and crossed the 
line some g lengths ahead of Mr. 
Strawbridge’s 13-year-old son of 
*Coq Gaulois—Mary G., with Mr. 
Merryman finishing distanced for 
3rd place. Winton had won his 3rd 
Maryland in succession and earned 
so well his right to spend the rest of 
his days in the hunting fields and 
pastures of Maryland’s Green Spring 
Valley. The time was 9:02 3-5, 18 
seconds off the record of 8:44. 

Mr. Janney taking a leaf from his 
Grand National defeat, where he lay 
off the pace too long had ridden one 
of the greatest races of his career. 
Gauging the pace to be slower than 
it should be, he had altered his usual 
style of riding, forced the pace, rath- 
er than lay off it. When both Win- 
ton and Clifton’s Duke were tiring 
at the 20th, he had brought Winton 
into his fence at exactly the right 
position, forcing Clifton’s Duke to 
jump off Winton’s quarters. By a 
strange coincidence Winton was 
secured on the eastern shore by Mr.

Your Breed of Dairy Cattle 








Cows Best Suited To Farming Practices And 
Produce Outlets Prime Considerations 
In Development of Dairy Herd 





by A. Mackay Smith 


Of all our livestock organisations, 
the dairy cattle associations are pro- 
Daply the most active. Just let it be 
breathed that you are thinking of 
establishing a herd of  pure-bred 
milk cows and you will promptly 
begin to receive literature,  tele- 
phone and personal calls from re- 
presentatives of six or seven differ- 
ent organisations in quantities that 
will leave you snowed under. All of 
them will advance compelling rea- 
sons why their breed and their 
breed only will bring you riches in 
a comparatively short time. 

What is the best breed of dairy 
cattle? If you were to ask me what 
were the best breeds of horses to 
win a running or a trotting race, 1 
could answer up promptly and with 
assurance. But when it comes lo 
milk producers the answer has lo 
be qualified in many ways. Heré are 
some of the factors to be considered. 

Kirst of all remember that the 
difference between preeds is rela- 
tively unimportant compared to the 
difference between the good and 
pad individuals within that breed. 
The difference between a good Hol- 
stein and a good Guernsey is small 
compared to the difference between 
a good Holstein and a bad one. Good 
management is much more import- 
ant than the kind of cows you 
choose; there is no breed so hardy 
that it can overcome bad treatment. 
.. third consideration is personal 
taste. If Ayrshires are the cattle 
you like, you are not going to do 
well with Jerseys no matter how 
many practical considerations there 
may be im favor of the latter breed. 

so much for preliminaries. Al- 
though comparisons between difter- 
ent breeds are always the subject 
of controversy, there are a few 
figures that are generally accepted 
and often quoted. They are based on 
what is considered a satisfactory or 
desireable standard by the various 
breed societies themselves. AS far 
as weights of mature cows are Con- 
cerned the size desired is: 

Holsteins 1400-1500 Ibs. 

Brown Swiss 1300-1400 lbs. 

Ayrshire 1100-1400 Ibs. 

Guernsey 1100 Ibs. 

Jersey 1000 Ibs. 

When it comes to milk yield the 
desireable standards are: 

Holstein 9,500 Ibs. 

Brown Swiss 8,500 lbs. 

Ayrshire 8,000 lbs. 

Guernsey 6,400 lbs. 

Jersey 6,000 lbs. 

It will pe noted that total amounts 


of milk production follow body 
weights closely. 
The order is exactly reversed, 


however, when we come to consider 
the per cent of butterfat content: 

Jersey 5.40 percent. 

yuernsey 5.00 percent. 

Ayrshire 4.00 percent. 

Brown Swiss 4.00 percent. 

Holstein 3.45 percent. 

As for the total number of regis- 
trations the order is: Holsteins, 
Jerseys, Guernseys, Ayrshires, 
Brown Swiss. 

In addition to the above-mention- 
ed there are also the so-called dual 
purpose brgeds, designed for the 
dual production of milk and beef,— 
the Milking Shorthorn, which is 
numerically much the most import- 
ant, the Red Polls, the Devon, Dutch 
Belted etc. Whether a breed which 
tries to do two jobs can be really 
efficient at doing either is a ques- 
tion that has been much debated. At 
any rate they seem to be making 
money for those who raise them, 
which is all anyone can ask. 


These are the principal breed dit- 
ferences insofar as they concern 
weight (beet), milk and butterfat. 
In choosing among them the first 
and tundamental consideration is 
geography, more particularly proxi- 
inity to markets und types of soil. 
arms close to a metropolitan area 
usually can pest market fluid milk, 
either in bulk, in which case one ot 
the larger producing preeds is in 
order, or on a premium basis such 
us Golden Guernsey or Jersey 
Creamline milk. If the latter course 
is to he adopted certain tests o! 
sanitation and butterfat content 
must be met. 

If your farm is in deep country, 
however, instead of fluid milk it 
Will probably be more profitable to 
sell cream and therefore to. select 
one of the breeds with a high but- 
terfat figure. In some sections, on 
the other hand, there are cheese 
factories, dehydrating or condensed 
milk plants which want a low per- 
centage milk for their product. 

Cutting across all these consider- 
utions is the kind of farming pra- 
cticed, Where land is close to cities 
and therefore high priced, speciali- 
sed dairy tarms are usually found 
which raise little grain and no 
other kind of livestock. All of the 
above considerations are applicable 
to operations of this kind. On land 
where it is profitable to raise calves, 
pigs, and chickens as well, however, 
the value of skim milk us a feed 
may make it worth while to choose 
a heavy producing breed, even 
though the most salable milk pro- 
{uct is cream. 100 pounds of skim 
milk is worth half a bushel of corn 
for feeding hogs. Where dairying is 
a side line a good argument can be 
made for one of the dual purpose 
breeds. 

The type of soil may be econtroll- 
ing. Ayrshires come from _ south- 
western Scotland, Brown Swiss from 
Switzerland, both rugged sections 
where pastures are none too good. 
They are therefore petter foragers 
than the breeds coming from the 
lush lands along the English Chan- 
nel and perhaps do better in hilly 
country. 

Where milk production is a side- 
line and the value of dairy cattle 
for heeft and veal is important, the 
size of the preed should be consid- 
ered. The dual purpose breeds are 
particularly designed for such oper- 
ations. Another faetor is the birth 
weight of the calves of the _ five 
principal dairy breeds. They aver- 
age: , 

Brown Swiss 100 Ibs. 

Holstein 89 lbs. 

Ayrshire 72 lbs. 

Guernsey 71 Ibs. 

Jersey 55 Ibs. 

Because of lack of size and because 
the fat is yellow in color, the beef 
from Jerseys and Guernseys is con- 
sidered the least desirable. The beef

She is seeking the Palomino 
color and markings and the perfect 
conformation of the Thoroughbred. 
She has a yearling now that is 
29|32 Thoroughbred, yet with all 
the color and markings of a good 
Palomino. She accomplished this 
through in-breeding of progeny 
raised at Rancho del Otay. Her best 
sire prospect is Omargerto, 3-year- 
old Palomino, by The Magician 
(Registered Palomino) — Lady 
Flirt, (Thoroughbred mare, by 
*Brig o’Doon—Narcotic, by *Mort- 
lake, bred by L. S. Howard). An 
outstanding mare of Miss Birch’s 
in-breeding program is Otay 
Cherie, 4-year-old chestnut, by the 
Remount sire Blazing Gold—Palo- 
mino. Miss Birch visited Virginia 
in December.

tage in a name to live up to. For 
many seasons the late Johnnie Wal- 
ker was one of the outstanding 
horses in the Chicago, Ill., area, 
when shown and ridden by Stanley 
Luke a decade ago.
